I return most deeply touched and im- 
pressed by the unity and strength of sentiment which binds all parts of 
the Dominion to the crown and makes the future of the British-Em- 
pire secure. So firm and clear is this devotion to British ideals and to 
their head, the King, that my travels, from beginning to end, have 
been a profoundly loving and inspiring experience, I am looking for- 
ward greatly now to m7 stay at home. We are still, I fear, only at the 
beginning of the labors necessary to restore our credit and prosperity 


after the prolonged strain of 


war and we are deeply interested in our 


problem of reconstruction which all parts of the nation must pull to- 


gether to solve.” 


“We ask for no privileges for any in- 
dustry in this country beyond such 
treatment as will make ¢or the gener- 
ai interests of the whole country.

CALGARY, Oct. 11. — More than 
thiee thousand people here today heard 
Mackenzie King, leader of the Liberal 
puity, deliver a stinging attack upon 
the Union government as a  govern- 
ment of orders-in-council, a  govern- 
ment of reactionaries which represented 
control by the interests, who denounced 
as revyolutionists all who dared to dis- 
ugree with them. Mr. King outlined the 
puiicies of his party as the progressive 
party, and stated their aims ,the chief of 
which was the iustaMation of a representa- 
tive government and @ representative par- 
Hament He dwelt upon his policy of re- 
trenchment in public expenditure and the 
need of curbing the profiteering. He 
urged the policy of joint control of in. 
dustry by ade ti and interests, not 
contro] by a single group, He urged a 
greater control of railway rates. 

Commen Interests of Humanity 

Mr, King spoke as follows: 

“The questions today in Canada is ‘are 
you going to stand with the reactionaries 
who describe as wreckers and revolution: 
ists all who differ from them in aim or 
opinion, or do you wish to be among those 
who would realize the splendid vision 
of those brave sons of Canada, who, with 
others of the heroic dead, fought and 
suffered and died im that freedom might 
become an increasing measure the portion 
of ell clusses comprising our common 
uumanity. However far short may 
come cf the goal towards whic we 
trive, the alm of Liberalism in Canada 
today 1s to seek the realization of that 
larger freedom in our social, political 
life, w eealites the bacie of a social 
order that places human well-being above 
meter'n' grin ,and regards human : fe as 
of vastly more concern than wealth. This 
is the mark to which we haye set our 
hands, this is the work we intend to ‘ar- 
Ty on, recognizing that great as ire the 
problems of tariff, finance, of trade -md all 
the rest, greatest. of all are the om-aon 
interests of all humanity, 

To Serve Personal Ambitions 

“For more than a year the country has 
been made to serve the conveniences and 
personal ambitions of members of the gov- 
ernment. Had Sir Robert Borden drop- 
ped out, as was bis intention and dest 
six months ago, the Unionist cabinet an 
the Unton'st party would huve fatlen to 
pieces hike a house of cards. It required 
six months of silent AY ES among 
the special interests that held In their 
hands the fate of the Unionist party, and 
also the placating of its followimg in the 
house cf commons by divers methods, 
some of which have been only too apparent 
to bring things to the pass where an en- 
tirely new party could be created, a party 
platform could be formulated withont 
conference, save in caucns of a chosen few, 
and a leader chosen im secret council, by a 
sort of divine right, and subsequently im- 
posed upon the country as its prime mini- 
tev, vihont the people belng consulted 
in any way, or any policy of an entirely 
new ‘dministration submitted for their 
approval. 

: Impresses Need of Co-operation 

“My colleagues and I in our visit to 
Western Canada, have not come to offer 
oppos tiny t. any progressive groun, but 
rather for the purpose of emphasising 
those great features of public policy whic 
all progressives have in common, and tite 
need of co-operation between progressive 
forces im the face of the common enemy, 
of which I have spoken, and which has 
usurped the control of government in 
Canada today, and which will continue to 
maintain control nuless division in the 
ranks of those by whom they are cp- 
posed gives way to united action.” 

Speaking of retrenchment, Mr. King 
spoke of the 650 percent increase in debt 
in nine years and the erormons interest 
charges, Higid economy was needed, and 
he instanced extravagance by the ‘Ov: 
ernment and enormous outlays provided 
by this year's estimates for military and 
naval expeaditures, Just after the war had 
been concluded. 

Many Costly Commissions 


He referred to the many costly com- 
missions appointed. He #pnke of the huge 
appropriations for demobilizati for 

efence 


mounted police, for militia and 
and the navy, ‘What is needed is not in- 
creased police, navy and militia, but in- 
creased production, he said, 

Referring to the tariff, he enid that his 
party favored a policy cf fairness in 
consideration to all intereats of Canada. 
He belleved, however, that the present tar- 
iff needed rivision which should be : own- 
wards. There was no need for tariff com- 
missions to decide this, he said.

Five Million Pound Shipment 
Would Mean 13.54 Cents 
Pound in Toronto 


TIME FOR RECKONING 


Toronto Manager Declares Refin- 
ers Should Accept Loss to Bring 
Price Down 


TORONTO, Oct. 11.—-J, Allen Ross, the 
local manager of the William Wrigley 
company, limited, Chicago, stated on Sat- 
urday that the company had been offered 
| 5,00,000 pounds of the best grade white 
| cane sugur ot ten cents per pound in“cars 
and ready for delivery, which would mean 
13.54 cents per pound delivered in Toronto 
| with duty, exchange and all incidentals 
paid. Mr. Ross suid that he did uot in- 
tend to bring sugar from the United tSates 
{to Canada, yet ve thought it hard to be 
forced to pey 19 1-2 cents per pound when 
‘American sugar could be procured at 
about 14 cents, 

“Canadian consumers do not desire to 
ruin the refiners,” Mr, Koss said, “but 
the time has come for a reckoning.” 

He said the refiners should accept a loss 
in order to bring the price to Canadian 
consumers down to about midway between 
what Americaus ure paying and Canadians 
were paying.

TORONTO, Oct. 11.—Ezeven cents 
sugar within a year ig the forecast 
of William Robertson, of Robertson 
Brothers, wholesale confectioners of 
this city, said today. 

“There appears to be tots of sec- 
ond-hand sugar around yet,” Mr. Rob- 
ertson is quoted as saying. “We have 
been able to get all we want and we 
have been able to get it at less than 
the price of American sugar laid 
down in Toronto.” 

Granulated sugar by October 20th, 
wil’ drop to seventeen cents a pound 
wholesale—perhaps sixteen cents ~ 
according to Mr. Robertson, who is a 
recognized sugar expert. By thgt date 
the sugar beet crop will be on the 
market. The refiners, he gald, would 
simply be forced to meet American 
prices in order to get rid of their 
refined stock and be able to Gandle 
the beet crop.

His journeyings in the last year 
or so must have done much to 
dispel the common notion that 
life of royalty is a round of pleas- 
ure and a continuous holiday. In 
point of fact this young man is 
about.the busiest boy in the world,
